DEMORALIZED REBELS.

| Osman Digma’s Last Appeal to 
His Followers. 


He Assures Them That the Third Battle 
Will Bring Success—The English Army 
Esiimates Bill Passes the House of 
Commons—Gladstone’s Health—For- 
eign Flashes. 


S UAKIM, March 18.—The spirit of Osman Digma 
and some of bis fanatical adherents is far from 
broken. He has returned withas many as two 
thousand followers tothe neighborhood of his 
former encampment. He adopts the same tone 
in intercourse with his people as before the last dis- 
aster and is exhorting whem to religious war. He 
assures them that in the third battle success will 
be theirs, but the tribes are much demoralized as 
they fefiect upon the full significance of their 
crushing defeat.

ACCIDENT IN THE TUNNEL. 


The 7:30 Wabash Passenger HKuns up 
Against a Steck Train. 

An accident occurred in the bridge tunnel this 

morning at half-past seven o’clock which had no 

further result than the delaying of business for 

awhile and the destruction of the rear end of a 

freight car. It appears that the operator at Main 


street telegraphed the operator at the mouth of 
the tunnel, MKighth street, that a stock train going 
east, had passed Malu street. This was miscal- 
ulation on the part of the Main street operator,as 
the stock train had not passed, but Was running 
yery slowly up the grade from Fourth street to 
the bridge.

DISMISSED THE BILL. 


Mr. Fentress Taxed With the Costs in a 
Divorce Proceeding. 

An opinion was delivered this morning by Judge 
Lubke in the Fentress divorce case, and the Dill 
was disinissed at the plaintifl’s cost, as upon a 
hearing on its merits. The parties tothe case 


were James Fentress, jr., and his wife, M. C. 
Jessie Fentress. They were married in Ten- 
nessee, where they lived untii December 12, 
1882, when they came i to t Louis. 
Five months after this he brought suit for a di- 
vorce. In his petition he alleges that in April, 
1882, she had conducted herself improperly with 
some one unknown to him, and that prior and 
subsequent to that time she had repeated these 
acts both in Tennessee and New York. The 
court held that the fret charge was not sustained 
by the gevidence, as Mr. Fentress had relied 
solely upon his own testimony of her sub- 
sequent admission, which testimony Was 
excluded by the Court under the ruling of the 
Cuurt of Appeals in Vogel vs. Vogel.

Still Waiting for His Rich Sicter—Rumors 
that He Lost the Money Speculating. 

Interest in thé Dieterichs embezziement case 
now centers upon thé Wealthy married sister of 
the defaulting teller, Mrs, Ryan, now living in 
Denver, Col., upon whose dictum the fate of the 
prisoner hangs. She and her husband are known 
to be worth from $300,000 to $500,000, so that if, 
out of love for her brother, or from a desire to 
save the family name from disgrace,she hands 
$30,000 over to the prisoner’s bondsmen, her 
wealth will not comparatively suffer to any great 


extent. The family have made piteous 
appeals to her to come to thegrescue, and 
though, no definite reply has as 


yet been received, they express confiaence that 

she will stand by them in their trouble. The 
peculiar relations which Mrs. Ryan holds to 
the members of her family in this city: their com- 
plete aependence upon her inthe present emer- 
gency, and the almost abject supplications for 
assistance they have beén forced to make are in 
very strange contrast to the reiations which ex- 
isted between them some few years ago, and the 
story of how the change came about is quite a 
romantic ove. Some fifteen years ago old 
Dieterichs, the father of the family whose names 
have just been brought into such prominence, 
was Keeping acigar store on Franklin avenue 

and his pretty young daughter one day went off 
and got married to a young Irishman named 
Ryan. Dieterichs was opposed to the 
match and banished his daughter from his 
presence. The young couple went to Kansas City, 
and Kyan ehyaged in teaming and soon began to 
accumulate mouey. Some years later the old man 
took sick, and, in order that his death-bed might 
be sweetened with the consciousness of accom- 
— revenge, he made preparations to disin- 
verit his absent daughter. By the time he was 
reaay to make his will he was within a few hours 
of death, and a friend he had cailed in induced 
him to postpone doing so until the next day. Be- 
fore a few hours the old man died, intestate, and 
in due time Mrs. Ryan came on from Kansas City 
and secured ber share of the estate. Possessed of 


somewhat more capital, the Ryaus moved 
to Denver, Col, where, they engaged 
in mining and were quite success- 


ful, amassing between them considerable money, 
and placing themselves, as far as wealth and in- 
fluence are concerned, at the head ofthe family 
frum which the female member of the matrimoni- 
alana mining firm had been excluded.

They had been be- 
trothed for several: months, and but for the trag- 
edy the wedding would probably have occurred 
within the present year. Tie news of the siab- 
ving reached the store, where the young lady was 
employed, a couple of hours after it occu , and 
the young lady, with almost the pallor of death 
_— her, asked fora brief leave of absence, 
which Was granted. She hurried at once 
to her lover’s ‘side, and through 
the consideration of Dr. Dean was permitted to 
enter the hospital With him.

MUST SERVE TWENTY YEARS. 


A Murderer in the Penitentiary Ap- 
pealsin Vain to the Courts. 

The Court of Appeals to-day passed upon the 
case of Jonn Nelson, convicted of murder in the 
second degree an@ sentenced to twenty years 
imprisonment for killing John Smith at the foot 
of Poplar street in 1881. Smith was sitting on a 
beer keg when three young men came along, and, 
during a dispute wuich they started, one of them 


stabbed Smith. Mike Welsh was arrested, and 
pleaded guilty to murder in the second 
degree and was sent to the  naggere aor for ten 
years. Nelson was afterwards arrested as an ac- 
complice, convicted and sent to the pen,where he 
now is upder a twenly year sentence, The ground 
upon which Nelson demanded a reversa) of the 
judgment ofthe Criminal Court was that an in- 
struction had been given the jury by the Court 
for murder in the second degree when the testi- 
mony established a case of murder in the first de- 
gree only, committed by some person, and the 
only question was whether the defend- 
ent was or wus not that per- 
son. The Court thought that there 
was substantial testimony tending to fix the 
stabbing upon Nelson, andif the court erred in 
giviug the instruction it erred in his favor. The 
statutes of the State provide that “any person 
found guilty of murderin the second degree, or 
any degree of maaslaughter, shail be punished 
according to the verdict of the jury, 
althougli the evidence in the case 
shows him to be guilty of a 
higher degree of homicide.” In the ease of the 
State vs. Wacner, a point similar to the one in- 
volved inthis case came before the Supreme 
Court and was decided against Wagner. The 
Court of Appeals accordingly affirmed the judg- 
ment of the Criminal Court. Tuis virtually takes 
away Nelson's last prop,and he will remain in the 
Penitentiary.

STEVENSON’S SYSTEM. 
The Sanitary Corps Inereased and the City 
Districted for Luaspection. 

Gen. Stevenson, the Heaith Commiussioner, pro- 
ceeding upon the plan that anything that is worth 
doing at allis worth doing well, has reorganized 
the sanitary corps of the city, and divided the 
city upin districts so that the work of sanitary 
inspection can be carried on more thoroughly and 
more effectually than heretofore. There has 
been no system inthe maiter of inspection here- 
tofere, The force consisted of a chief sanitary 
officer and three assistants. The assistants di- 
vided the work as follows: One took the city 
north of Market street, the other south of Market 
street, and the third attended to Carondelet and 
the outskirts of the city. Their work was con- 
fined merely to the investigation of nuisances 
complained of to tbe department and 
was, of course, deficient, since ubere were always 
a great many sanitary nuisances in the city that 
are never complained of. The corps was official- 
ly reorganized at yesterday’s meeting of the 
Board of Health, when Gen. Stevenson submitted 
the following nominations: Chief Sanitary Officer, 
Dr. Wills P. Hall; assistant officers, Henry Rem- 
nitz, John P. Buil, August Hohoff, W. H. Brice, 
Mark Langiet, A. T. Hollister, James J, Kiug, 
F, Miles Green aud Dr. Leo De Leuw. This in- 
creates the corps tothe extent of six additional 
meu. Each man will be assigned from one to four 
wards, which he is to thoroughly inspect, attend- 
ing het only to nuisances complained of, out to 
those which exist uncomplained of. Dr. Willis P. 
Halil, who takes the piace of Mr. Remnitz, is at 
present physician at the Poor House. 


COQUARBRD'S COMPLAINT. 


The Matter of the Mutual Union Poles 
Discussed this Morning. 

The Board of Public Improvements | suspended 
the rulés at its meeting this morning in order to 
give a hearing to Mr. E. T. Allen of the Western 
Union Telegraphii Company, inthe matter of the 
removal of a line of poles formerly belonging to 
the Mutual Union Company on Pipe street. Com- 
plaint Was made to the board recently by Mr. L. 
A. Coquard that the telegraph pole in front of his 
place of business, corner of Third and Pine 
streets, Was an obstruction, and that as it had 
been put up by the Mutual Union Company under 
the pretext that there was no other route left 
open to it to the Merchants’ Exchange than Pine 
street, and as the Mutua! Union Company 
had been werged into the Western Union, ana as 
the Western Union already hadaroute to the 
Merchants’ Exchange, there Was no reason why 
the pole should remain there as an obstruction 
anv longer. 

Mr. E. T. Allen appeared for the W. U. Com- 

apy. He said that there was not a wire on the 
pole complained of that was not necessary. ‘They 
gave direct connection with the Cotton Exchang- 
es of New York and New Orieans. it was true 
that the W. U. T. Company bad communication 
with the Merchants’ Exchange before the Mutual 
Union Company put up its poles,but business had 
increased so that these wires were now necessary. 
He intimated that Mr Coquard’s complaint was 
not prompted solely by the inconvenience the 
pole caused him, or by a desire for the public 
good.
